Tbe 
senators whose terms expire March 8, 
1895, and who will be up for ra-eleotion 
before the legislatures chosen at the 
general elootion»n«stNoremb«r, are as 
follows:

It was a severe test of the moral and 
political courage of these senators 
when they were called upon to array 
themselves directly in favor of or 
against nnccmditional repeal when the 
silver bill was placed upon its passage. 
Many of them had advocated a com- 
promise peculiar to their own notions 
and had hoped to evade the direct 
issue. It is acknowledged that silver 
will be a prime factor in the congres- 
sional campaign of next year, and it 
was at times amnsing and then painful 
to see senators in states closely divided 
upon the silver issue dodging tbe main 
question during all of tho recent strug- 
gle in the senate. 

It becomes easier for those who really 
opposed unconditional repeal and fa- 
vored either a compromise (r the leav- 
ing of the silver (juestion where it was 
to 8uj)port the measure when they 
knew It would have a large majority. 
Men in congress always feel better in 
supporting a measure against their pro- 
test if they know that it is to becoii:e 
law by a goodly majority. There is no 
doubt that thi" act gave the uncondi- 
tional repeal bill a half dozen or morn 
votes than it would have received bad 
there been any doubt as to its receiving 
a majority. 

Several of the senators who voted for 
unconditional repeal have already an- 
nounced that if, as already reported, 
Chairman Voorhees introduces or sup- 
ports a free silver coinage bill they will 
also support it. They make this an- 
nouncement first to set themselves 
right with their free silver constitu- 
ency, and secondly, be"au8e they know 
that such support can do the finances 
of the country no harm, as tho bill 
would be promptly vetoed by the presi- 
dent should it get tnrough bot h branche x 
of congresa The congressional record 
will figure spnspicuously in tho cam- 
paign next year and in the proceedings 
of 80 legislatures a year from this 
winter.

THE DISASTE R ON LA KE NIPI86INQ. 

Twentjr or Twenty-One Lives lioat Instead 

nf FlKbtmn. 

North Bvy. Ont., Nov. 9.— Follow- 
ing is a partial list of those known to 
have been drowned by the burning of 
the steamer Fraser on Lake Nipissing: 
Captain W. Carr, Matthew Brennau, 
J. Sutherland, Alf Barbeau, William 
Storey, Thomas Osborne, Alex Doug- 
lass, John Haw, Isaac Shaw, John 
Smallev, Tom Massey, Tom Bowers. 
Tom Soerifl, James McCann and sev- 
eral others. whose names are known not 
by the survivors. 

The survivors are: Neil Mc Arthur,

R. Pharoah, Fireman W. Mcintosh, 
Edward Major, Cook John Adams. 

The affair ban caused great excite- 
ment throughout tbe district. The 
steamer was owned by Davidson, Hay 
& Company of Toronto, and was bound 
for Frank's bay with supplies for the 
lumbermen. She caugnt fire about 
three miles from (ioose island and a 

f)anic must have ensued, as only seven 
ives, including the fireman and cook, 
were saved out of '27 or 'i8. 

The burning boat was sighted from 
Franks bay by Captain Burrett and an 
Indian, who jumped in a sailboat and 
hastened to tho assistance of the im- 
jterilled crew: but by tbe time they 
reache<I the spot the Fra.'ier was burned 
to the water's edge. Seven survivors 
succeeded in reaching the scow, which 
the Frazer had in tow, and these were 
rescued. 

The t)oat'8 hull sank in about 25 feet 
of water, and the only thinginow mark- 
ing the scene of the disaster is a short 
piece of the stadc astMiding above the 

water. 

The large loss of life was due to the 
fact that the engine was not stopped 
before the engineer was driven away by 
flames. In consequence the Eraser 
continued to plow through the water 
at a furious pace, and as the steering 
gear was out of reach the steamer's 
course was so erratic that it was im- 
possible for the crew to nave them- 
selves. A lifeboat which was launched 
and occupied by a number of men was 
caught under the wheel and immedi- 
ately swami)ed. 

The boat was taking a gang of men 
to work, which accounts f^ tha large 
number being on board. 

SCHOO L CURRI CULUM. . 

Important Meetlna of NntlonnI Kdu- 

catlonul AitHociatloii. 
New YouK, Nov. 0.— The committee 
of 10 ai)p(jinted in .luly. 1"^H'.', 
by the National Educational as- 
sociation to study critically the curric- 
ulum of secondary schools and make 
definite recommendations leading to a 
uniformity and general improvement, 
is in session at Columbia college. This 
committee cctialstsof the most promi 
nent educators of the United States as 
follows: 

President Charles W. Eliot of Har- 
vard university. President .lames 13. 
Angell of tho University of Michigan, 
President James M. Taylor of Vassar 
college. President .Teeso of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, president of the 
University of Colorado; Dr. William T. 
Harris, United States t-ommissioner of 
education: Professor King of ( )berlin 
college, Princi})al J. C. Mackenzie of 
tho Lawrenceville schools. Principal D. 
D. Robinson of tho Albany high schools 
and Principal John Lottelowe ot the 
girls' Latin school, Boston. 

This meeting is the final one and for 
the purpose of formulating the commit- 
tee's report. Tho outcome of the de- 
liberations of this committee is awaited 
in educational circles with c(jnsiderablo 
interest, since it is thought that it will 
afford a scientific basis for reorganiza- 
tion of secondary instruction in the pri- 
vate and public schools throngbont the 
country.

To the Five Clvlllied Tribe* In Indian 

Territory. 

Wasiiinoton, Nt)v. 9. --The com- 
mission lieaded by ox - Senator 
Dawes of Massachusetts, and former 
chairman of the t'enate Indian commit- 
tee, will in a short time receive instruc- 
tions from the interior department and 
go to Indian Territory to talk statehood 
matters to tlie five civilized tribes. 

It is anticipated by those who are 
well ai'qnainted with the conditions ex- 
isting there tliat the commission will l)r 
able at once to convince the Indifins 
that they wonltl be better off it they 
should be granted tho right of state 
hood than they now are. 

The Indians, it is claimed, are very 
well Hutihfied with their present condi- 
tions and are not seeking anj' chiinge 
which mi^'ht materially interfere witli 
their rights. They also will be stron;;ly 
opposed to being made a part of « )khilio 
ma and being admitted with that am- 
bitious territory.

There was a large audience preseot, 
the attraction being the opera "Will 
i$m TeU."

The wildest confusion preTsiled, and 
■uuiy men, their faoee jpale with fright, 
abandoned the ladies tney had escorted 
asd made desperate mstaes for the 
exits, knocking down and trampling 
upon those in their way, without re- 
gard to age or sex. 

When the smoke and dnst cleared 
away the forms of many persons were 
seen writhing upon the floor. The seats 
bad been blown to pleoeo. and the floor- 
ing in places torn up and the beams 
pwtly shattered. 

The killed inclnde a German named 
Roggenbrud, an EnKlishman named 
Ramm and a Frenohmnn named Ver- 
don. Among the injured is a German 
of the name of Wicke, who was Vb» 
representative of a North American 
firm. There are no Americans among 
the injured. Marie Damerini, a sister 
of the prima donna of the opera, was 
killed by the explosion. A large num- 
ber of German tourists were in the 
audience, but none of thorn were in- 
jured. 

All those who were not injured, or 
were only slightly injured, fought like 
wild beasts to escape. They expected 
every moment that other bombs would 
be thrown. Shrieks and curses wore 
heard on nil Hides, and pandemonium 
reigned. Sumo of the bravest of the 
men songht to protect the women, but 
they were swept away like chalf before 
the fear-criized mob that fine<l the 
aisles. Notwithstanding the friRhtful 
confusion, flie lower jiart of the build- 
ing was eniptied in a few minutes of 
alTbnt the otticials and the dead and 
injured. 

Immediately after the bomb exploded 
the officials grasped the situation. 
Thev knew that the outrage was the 
work o" anarchists, and determined to 

grevent the escape of the miscreanls. 
ome of them ran to the gidlery and 
surrounded that part of it from which 
the boiu})8 had been thrown. Several 
suspicious looking characters were 
seized and placed under arrest, and 
when a cloHor exaiuinatiou was made of 
the prisoners, it was found that two of 
them were anarchists well known to 
the police. One of them waa a french- 
man nanied Aragon and the other an 
Italian named Maurice Saldani. 

When the latter was taken before a 
judge he gave vague rejjlies to the 
questions put to him. The only defi- 
nite bit 01' information that could l>o 
got from him was that ho was the lead- 
er of a recent strike of marljleworkers. 
A search was made of liia house, but 
nothing of a criminating natoro was 

discovered. 

After remaining in jail for fiometimo 
he was iiKaiii brought before the judge 
and thiuily confessed that he had 

thrown tlie bomb. 

W lien tlie news of tlie outr.Tge spread 
throiigli the city, the ojiera tioujie was 
(liiicKlv Miriounded by a great crowd of 
excited people, who g'lve vent to their 
feeling of imlignation by cursing the 
anarchists and the police. They in- 
sisted tlial tlie latter wore to blame for 
the e.xploHion, as tbev should have 
known that the anarohutiare still ac- 
tive in the city. 

Within the past six months several 
anarchist outrag< h liave bfcn per- 
petrated ill this city, iiirlu'liug the at- 
tempt by I'allas to kill ( Jem ral Martinez 
C'ampos, ft)r which the wouM be assas- 
sin was shot. The police were vc^ry ac- 
tive for a time in hunting dnwn tlio 
anarchists, and tluir efforts were re- 
warded with great success, many of 
the g;irig falling into tlieir hands. 

Much (explosive material w;ib cap- 
tured and then, apparently, the jHilice 
rested content witli th' ii work, leaving 
t)ie Hn.'irrhist.s frnn in nliin iin.l execute 
other outragcvs. The feeling against 
the ariarciiists is very bitter, the [leo- 
ple believing th.it this is but tlie nrst 
of u series of outrageM tliat will lie .it- 
tempted to avenge the death of 1 alias, 
who, the night bef(jro his death, de- 
clared that some of his fellow anurch- 
ists were sworn to wreak vengeance for 
his killing. 

It is supposed that the reason that 
one of the bombs did not explode was 
that it struck the back of a man sit- 
ting in one of the seat», extinguislimg 
the fuse, and dropped harialesaly to tlie 
floor. 

The catastrophe lias caused a pro- 
foun.l sensation throughout Spain. Tlie 
authorities of iJarcelotia are censured 
for permitting the i)erpotratiou of fre- 
quent outrages by unarchists or other 
lawless persons. 

The queen regent is much upset over 
this fresh calamity coming w 
after the Bautander disaster.

■ew to r«e CharcoMl la P1m« oTXm. 

For keeping large pieces of meat and 

poultry here is a simple device: Have a 
largo l)arrel or hogshead h.-ilf filled with 
cliarcoal. Put meat hooks in u strip of 
joist and place across the top of the bar- 
rel. Have a netting to spread over this. 
This barrel may be kept in a cool place 
and pieces of meat be hung on the hooks. 
The charco.il will keep the atmosphere 
dry and sweet, and the netting will bo a 
jirotection against in.sects. Should there 
be danger from rats or mice use wire 
netting. 

Fresh fish may be rubbed with sait, 
wrapped in paper and buried in a bed of 
(;harooaL Of course the charcoal in 
boxes and barrels should be changed at 
least once a month. It cm bo used for 
lighting fires or for broiling meats or 
fish. If, however, it. it difficult to get a 
good supply of charcoal, the old can be 
purified by putting it into the stove with 
a few lighted chips and allowing it to 
bum until redhot. At this stage open 
all the windows to let the gaa pass off; 
then close the drafts of the stove, remove 
the covers and leave the ro(jm. Wlien 
the charcoal becomes cold, it will be 
ready for use again.— Ladles^ Homo 
Jonxnal.
